Roaring flames that quickly en- 


veloped a home back of Chester 
Thursday at 12:50 p. m. claimed 
the lives of two children and 
caused, the injury of their mother 


Harold M. James, 1, and Chery 


D James, 3, children of Mr. and 
Mrs. Harold E. James of Middle 
Run Road, died in thS blaze. 


Chester volunteer firmen re- 


covered the bodies at 1:50 in the 
still-smoldering ruins. 


The mother, Mrs. Faye James 


27 is in "fair" condition at City 
Hospital with first degree burn 
of the face, arms and hand and 
lacerations of the right arm re- 
ceived when she attempted to 
rescue the two helpless tots. 


The father was at work at the 


Weirton 
Construction 
Co. 
in 


Weirton at. the time. 


Authorities said Mrs. James 


left the two children in the home 
while she went to the chicken 
house. Returning, she saw flames 
and smoke erupting from the 
one-story four-room home. 


The intense heat forced her 


back when she tried to enter, 
scorching her face and arms and 
clothing. 
She gashed her arm 


when she broke a window in her 
vain attempt to get to the chil- 
dren. 
The frantic mother, barefooted 


and wrapped in a table cloth to 
replace her burned clothing, ran 
a half mile on the icy muddy 
road to the home of a neighbor. 


The neighbor, Mrs. Merle Lud- 


Ington, sent her son, Loren, 18, 
to Chester for help. He notified 
Police Chief Floyd Lyons who 
raced to the scene with Deputy 
Sheriff Dale Thome. 
They ra- 


dioed for a fire truck and an am- 
bulance. 
The Chester Volunteer Depart- 


ment arrived after some delay, 
but the home was an inferno. 
Firemen quickly exhausted the 
600-gallon booster tank on their 
truck and turned to a nearby 
stream which they dammed with 
leaves and stones to supply wa- 
ter for the pump. 
But it was too late. They could 


only cool the embers and probe 
the charred wreckage for the 
bodies. 
Fire Chief Lawrence Clme of 


Chester said the delay in arrival 
of equipment was caused by the 
fact the home was located out- 
side the city limits. Ordinarily, a 
bond is required to pay for runs 
outside the limits. 
The James 


family, like many others in the 
vicinity, never had bothered to 
sign at City Hall to pay for a fire 
run. When it learned about the 
seriousness of the fire, the de- 
partment made the run anyway. 


Squire O. C. Reynolds of Ches- 


ter, acting coroner, ruled that the 
children died in the 
burning 


home from fire of undetermined 
origin. 


Only the concrete block and 


brick foundation and chimneys of 
the home remained standing. The 
remainder was a mass of charred 
timbers collapsed in the half- 
basement. 


Weirton police reached Mr. 


James at work to tell him of 
the tragedy after a radio message 
from Deputy Thorne. 


The James family moved to 


Middle Run Road, a mile out of 
Chester, about six weeks ago 
from Weirton. Previously, they 
resided in Baltimore. 


They owned the home, but car- 


ried 
n,o insurance, authorities 


said. 


Ironically, an electric range 


had been ordered by Mr. James 
to replace the combination heat- 
ing and cooking coal stove that 
may have caused the fire. A new 
bottled-gas heating stove report- 
edly had not been connected. 


Meanwhile, the Northern Han- 


cock County Red Cross Chapter 
at Newell went to work to aid 
the distraught father. It secured 
him a room, clothing and food 
for immediate relief and volun- 
teered to serve as a clearing cen- 
ter for any assistance offered 
the parents.

Co., Botany Mills, Inc., and N. J 
Worsted Mills. 


The picketing, so far, has been 


termed "without incident". 


The strike, which directly irf- 


volvcs half the nation's wool and 
worsted workers, began at 12:01 
a. m. after 
wage negotiations 


broke down between the union 
and the American Woolen Co 
The company generally sets the 
industry wage pattern. 


The union wants a 15-cent-an- 


hour increase. It says the average 
industry wage now is $1.42 an 
hour with the minimum $1.17. 


Union President

said American Woolen refused to 
make a "reasonable offer". 


He quoted company officials as

MTUCH IS at stake in the argu- 


ment between the treasury 


and the Federal Reserve System. 
And the complicated problem can 
only be confused and bedeviled 
if President Truman lets it be- 
come distorted into a political 
quarrel between his friends and 
his opponents. 


The controversy is not like an 


election or like a football game 
which can be settled and disposed 
of when one side has won and 
the other has lost. For the man- 
agement of our huge federal debt 
by the treasury and the regula- 
tion of the supply of money and 
credit by the Federal Reserve 
will have to be carried on con- 
tinuously and co-operatively. 


The two agencies of govern-

then drags it along triumphantly 
behind it. 


The crux of the present contro- 


versy is whether they are to 
work together with some flexi- 
biility or whether the treasury 
is to dominate the Federal Re- 
serve System in order to main- 
tain a rigid pattern of interest 
rates. 


My own inquiries have con- 


vinced me that if the issue of 
flexibility were left to those who 
best understand it in the two 
agencies, it would not be a fight- 
ing issue at all and that the prob- 
lem could be settled by practical 
operations in the money market 
and without resounding declara- 
tions. 


THE RIGID dogmatism which 


now appears to be the treasury's 
policy certainly does an injustice 
to its good sense and competence. 
And the impression which has 
got abroad is, of course, absurd 
that the Federal Reserve System, 
is not concerned about the federal 
debt and is advocating a policy 
of let her rip. 


simple as he thought it was when 
he summoned the Federal Re- 
serve Board and the presidents 
of five Federal Reserve banks to 
the White House. 
He will find 


that even if he were able to 
force the Federal Reserve to man- 
ufacture 
as much 
inflationary 


money as the treasury's rigid in- 
terest rate required, the contro- 
versy would break out again else- 
where. 


It would break out because to 


control prices and wages and to 
obtain production uninterrupted 
by strikes will prove to be im- 
possible if the pressure of infla- 
tionary credit is not reduced. It 
is a reasonable certainty that If 
the Federal Reserve Board were 
to knuckle under today, within 
a short time Mr. Wilson and Mr. 
Johnston would have to revive 
the argument. 


AT LEAST for the emergency 


period of the mobilization we 
shall have to resort to emergency 
methods t*o disinflate, measures 
beyond any contemplated by the 
Federal Reserve Board or really 
within the proper use of its pow- 
ers. 


Perhaps 
the most 
important 


thing to be noted about the Presi- 
dent's intervention in this busi- 
ness is that he thought he could 


settle it personally in a few min- 
utes' talk. 
. 


That is one of Mr. Truman's 


weaknesses. In this case he didn't 
settle the controversy but he ag- 
gravated it. Thus, though he 
thought he was lining up the 
Federal Reserve System behind 
the Treasury, he did not even 
take the precaution of having 
the treasury represented at the 
meeting. 


It would be ever so much bet- 


ter if Mr. Truman would recog- 
nize the difficulties and the com- 
plexities of a problem like this 
and would realize that no one 
would think it a reflection on the 
president of the United States If 
he himself does not know the 
answers off-the-cuff. 


Then he would do what most 


presidents before him would have 
done. He would bring together 
those most responsible and best 
informed—in this case the repre- 
sentatives of the treasury, of the 
Federal Reserve System and the 
civilian mobilizers. 


And he would press them to 


work out agreements. He would 
reserve his own influence for use 
against anyone who in the dis- 
cussion showed himself to be at 
once badly informed and highly 
opinionated.

thorough 
consideration of 
the 


problem of getting congressional 
authority to send larg-e bodies of 
troops to Europe and of assuring 
that proportionate contributions 
of manpower will be made by the 
Europeans.

ropean defense force. 


Mr. Acheson said the funda- 


mental purpose of the Atlantic 
pact is "to preserve peace". He 
said it provides for mutual help 
among the members and for con- 
sideration of what should be done 
before any attack as well as after 
an attack should occur. 


Moreover, Mr. Acheson said 


Congress itself rec!ognized a need 
for advance action to defeat ag- 
gression, olt did so, he contended, 
by putting a requirement into the 
1949 
mutual defense assistance 


act that President Truman con- 
dition military aid to western 
Europe upon the creation of an 
integrated defense of the North 
Atlantic area. 
* 


Mr. Acheson summed 'up his 


arguments at this point by say- 
ing: "Our own security, as well 
as the security of our allies in 
Europe, requires vigorous efforts 
to build an effective force in Eu- 
rope at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 


"One 
reason why we cannot 


continue to rely on retaliatory air 
power as a sufficient deterrent 
is the effect of time. 


"We have a substantial lead In 


air power and in atomic weapons. 
At the present moment this may 
be the most powerful deterrent 
against aggression. But with the 
passage of time, eventthough we 
continue our advances in this 
field, the value of our lead- dimin- 
ishes. 


"In other words, the best use 


we can make of our present ad- 
vantage In retaliatory air power 
ia to move ahead under this pro- 
tective shield to build the bal- 
anced collective forces in west- 
ern Europe that will continue to 
deter aggression after our atomic 
advantage has been diminished." 


Repeatedly, Mr. Acheson put 


the blame for the need of build- 
ing up western defenses on the 
threats raised by Russia and its 
satellites. He cited their military 
power and their demonstrated 
willingness, as in Korea, to use 
either open or indirect aggres- 
sion against free nations. 


He mentioned the situation in 


eastern Europe, including East 
Germany, as an example of one 
that might explode into great 
trouble for Europe. He said: 


"We see et the present time 


the build-up of forces in East 
Germany and the satellite states. 
This buildup contains the possi- 
bility of overt moves which could 
be disclaimed by the real center 
of aggression. 


"In the absence of defense forc- 


es in being, satellites may be used 
for such disguised aggression in 
the hope that they could get 
away with it, since the free na- 
tions could respond only with 
the weapons of all-out general 
war, or not at all. The presence 
of adequate defense forces would 
remove this temptation." 


In brief, Mr. Acheson said the 


job of protecting the United 
States breaks down into three 
parts—(1) to prevent war, (2) to 
prevent Russia from "accomplish- 
ing its aggressive purposes" by. 
means other than war and (3) to 
assure the victory of the free na- 
tions if was is unavoidable. 


"Our primary concern is not 


how to win a war after it gets 
started, but how to prevent it, 
and how to help Europe stay free 
in the meantime," he said.

^TASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (AP) 
W —is the Eed air force battle- 
testing a new, ultra-high-speed 
jet fighter in Korea? 


American airmen, It became 


known 
today,

caught a few brief glimpses of a 
mysterious, 
unusually fast 
jet 


fighter, presumably well to the 
nortn where the Communist jet 
air force prefers to make its 
sallies from fields in the Man- 
churian sanctuary. 


Whether the fighter is an en- 


tirely new design or an improve- 
ment on some known type, such 
as the MIG-15 or the .LA-17, is 
not yet known. 


Because the United States Air 


Force is not yet sure, it has 
tabbed the Red plane with an 
arbitrary type number, but with- 
out attempting to designate it as 
a product either of the design 
team of Mikoyan and Gurevich 
(from which the names MIG 
cornea) or of Lavochkin. Those 
two organizations are Russia's

WHAT CONCERNS American 


fliers is the report that the 
mysterious Red jet was able to 
keep ahead (one report said it 
pulled away from) the fastest 
operation jet fighter the U.S.A.F. 
has, the F-86 Saber. 


One of the early models of the 


Saber set a speed record for all 
planes except the supersonic ex- 
perimental X-l rocket plane by 
flying 670 miles an hour about 
two years ago. The speed of the 
standard operational models of 
the F-86 presumably has in- 
creased slightly since then. 


Therefore, if the Red jet did 


indeed fly away from a pursuing 
F-86 it might have been ap- 
proaching the so-called "Mach 1" 
point. That is the measurement 
for the speed of sound, which 
varies from 761 miles an hour at 
sea level to 663 at 40,000 feet 
altitude. 


There was some belief the Red 


plane may have been equipped 
with an "afterburner". This de- 
vice — a system of introducing 
fuel into the exhaust pipe of the 
jet engine and igniting it with 
sparkplugs—provides an added 
boost to the pressure produced 
by the jet engine itself. It im- 
parts to a plane a burst of added 
speed or high rate of climb for 
interception 
missions. Its dis- 


advantage 
is a 
comparatively 


high rate of fuel consumption, a 
factor already a problem in jet 
engines. 


SO FAR AS IS KNOWN, none 


of the F-86 types in operation in 
Korea is equipped with after- 
burners, although the F-86-D re- 
cently went into production. This 
late model is equipped with an 
afterburner. 


There appears to be some pos- 


sibility that the Red mystery 
plane may be one of the known 
types—an MIG or Lavochkin— 
with an afterburner installed to 
give it additional speed. 
|
